In the opinion of Signor Tittoni, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, it would be better for the 
Cabinet to resign.

In the House of Lords yesterday, 

Earl Curzon, replying to Lord Buckmaster, 
made a statement on the éituation in Egypt. 
After recapitulating the evonts that had hap- 
pened in the country.since he last spoke in the 
House on the subject, he pointed out that the 
British protectorate over Egypt had been 
formally recognised in the Peace Treaty, and, 
therefore, any expectation by the Nationalist 
Party in Egypt of complete independence was 
doomed to complete disappointment. Lor 
Milner’s mission was intended, among other 
objects, to promote the progressive develop- 
ment of self-governing institutions. He calied 
special attention to those words, because they 
had been almost completely and deliberately 
ignored in tho subsequent agitation. [t had 
been intended to despatch the mission at as 
early a date as possible, but difficulties wore 
experienced, It was thought that the Peace 
Conference might address itself to the solution 
of the Eastern problem. Lord Allenby also in- 
formed the Government that the Sultan cf 
Egypt and his Ministers iavoured postponement 
until the autumn, and that he agreed with 
their view. The departure cf the mission was, 
therefore, postponed. The attacks that were 
made upon it revolved, to a large extent, round 
the words, “ British Protectorate,” which be- 
came a sort of battle cry in the agitation that 
had been fomented in Egypt. The apprehen- 
sions, which were, doubtless, sincere, were due 
to gross and palpable misunderstanding. When 
the British protectorate was declared, so far 
from being intended, or regarded, as a high- 
handed act, aimed at the suppression of Egyp- 
tian liberties, it was decided on by Mr. Asquith’s 
Government, as a more moderate and generous 
policy than annexation, which was etrongly ad- 
vocated by some. The opportunity of incor- 
porating. Egypt in the Empire was deliberately 
and wisely rejected, because it. was intended, 
under a protectorate, to give free scope to. the 
political aspirations and self-government capaci- 
ties of the Egyptian peoples. 

EGYPT AND INDEPENDENCE. 

He need not elaborate the reasons 
Great Britain was unable to any 
couragement’ t) the claims of ‘he people 
to national independence. If Egypt stood 
alone, she could neither protect her fronteers 
nor guarantee a strong and impartial home 
Government. Her geographical postion, 
the gate of Palestine, for which it seemed hkely 
that special responsibility would, before long, 
be placed: on our shoulders; at the doorway of 
Africa, and on the high road to India, made it 
impossible that the British Empire, with any 
regard for its own security and connections, 
should wash its hands of responsibility for 
Egypt. (Hear, hear.) Few would deny that 
the world's interests would be best secured by 
leaving Egypt under the wgis of a great 
civilised Power. No British party would he 
disposed to dispute these fundamental propoti- 
He shrank from giving any scientific 
definition of the term Protectorate, but the 
degree to which protection carried with it the 
prerogative to interfere in the internal adminis- 
tration of the State protected wos laid down 
in no law, and must be decided in each case on 
its merits. In Egypt the common-place con- 
stitutional obligations of the protecting 
appeared to be in danger of being forgotten. 
The British Protectorate was mistaken for a 
thinly. veiled form of annezation. Ii annexa- 
tion, open or disguised, had been desired, the 
proper time to have carried it out would have 
been in the winter of 1914. It was not in 
tended then, and it was not intended now. 

OBJECT OF LORD MILNER'S MISSION. 

The idea that Ecyptian aspirations were, to 
be crushed, or ignored, was an extravagant mis- 
conception which he could not too emphatically 
repudiate. The object with which Lord 
Milner's Mission was going out had been defined 
in the deciaration which Lord Allenby, acting 
upon instructions from the Government, had 
issued in Cairo. it would be the object of 
Lord Milner and his colleague, in consultation 
with the Sulten and his Ministers, and with 
representative HEgyptitns of classes, to 
devise the outlines of a constitution by whica 
all parties would be able to co-oper@e in the 
management of Bgyptian affairs. Lord Milner 
Mission was not going out with a Com 
stitution in its pocket It would consult all 
parties before it formed an opinion.

EFFECT ON ELBCTRICITY. 

The announcement of Sir Aucklend Geddes in 
Parliament on Monday of a reduction in the 
price of coal by 10s. per ton, while it has given 
general satisfaction, has oceasioned some wun- 
certainty as to the date of its application to Ire- 
land. Some merchants think that, owing to the 
control of coal in Ireland being on a different 
basis from the eystem if Great Britain, the new 
price will not come imto operation in this, 
countty as early aa Monday. On inquiry yester- 
day at the office of the Irish Coal Controller, it 
was learned that no official communication had 
been received from the Board of Trade. The 
eoal firms in Dublin have had no intimation of 
any reduction beyond that contained in the 
newspapers. It is understood that .they are 
holding a meeting to-day to consider the situa- 
tion.

‘The matter came before 
the Council last month, and, as there were then 
some indications that the increase would not be 
maintained, it was referred back to the Com- 
mittee fer reconsideration. Whether public 
electric works will benefit from the proposed 
reduction is not made clear, as in hie state- 
ment Sir Auckland Geddes did not discriminate 
as between publie hodtes producing electricity 
for household use and theese manufacturing it for 
sale for industrial purposes.

FIN"ING OF MR. JUSTICE - 

DAKLING’S COMMITTEE. - 
The report of Mr. Justice Darling's Com- 
mittee on the law and the rules of procedure 
regulating military courtes-martial was issued 
last night. During the war the tetal number of 
courtemartial was 292,773, an average daily 
number of about 160. ‘In 1913 the average daily 


number was about ten. The Com- 
mittee suggest amendments in regard 
to various points of courtmartial procedure. 


| These include the abolition of the regimental 
courtmartial, in view of the existng powers of 


\ commanding officers, the reduction of membérs 


of a general courtmartial from nine to five. 
Other recommendations are that when the ac 
cused is found guilty, the findings and sen- 
tence should be immediately communicated to 
him, consideration of the question whether the 
maximum punishment for afficors 
should not be increased to imprisonment, and 
the .reconsidération of various punishments for 
soldiers, especially the maximum of two years’ 
hard labour for drunkemhess, which the Com- 
mittee consider excessive.

In Lanca- | 
shire baths were only provided by two firma, 
the facilities provided were not appreciated and 
used ae they should be. No charge was made 
using the baths, and the workmen only 
provided their own soaps and towels. They | 
hed no voice in the management, as the baths | 
were provided gratuitously by the owners, The | 
number of persons using the beths varied from 
45 per cent. to 80 per cent. 

Referring to accidents, witness said, in reply | 
to the Chairman, thet a comparison with | 
other mines was in favour of Irish mines. There 
were less accidents in mines than in quarries. 
There were frequent accklents in the latter, | 
even. after the places had been inspected by 
the men themselves. There was no reason why 
the Irish mines, with ordinary care, should not 
remain free from fatal accidents. Baths for 
miners were first established in England in 1913. 
Anthracite coal was not as dusty as other 
classes of coal. 

In reply to Mr. O’Brien, the witness said that 
he had very little knowledge of the principal | 
Irish mines. He had visited Castlecomer once , 
and Arigna twice. 

Mr. O'’Brien—One visit in five years? I have 
been in charge of the division for five years. | 
My assistant Bate frequently visited these 
mines. Themf is no special time for inapec- 
tion, bet we try-tovheve ‘at least -ome: inspec- 
tion eféry ha?

THE ARIGNA PITS. 

Answerit Mr. O’Brien, the witness said that 
he congidered the vertilation inadequate in one 
of the Arigna pits. On his firét visit the mine 
wos not working. When he visiléd the mine 
three weeks later the ventilation was very little 
improved; but he did not consider it adequate, 
and requested the management to withdraw the 
men, whith wag done. There was a prosecution, 
but witness lest the ease because he had a good ; 

He took 
samples of the air and had them analysed, but 
unfortunately he had not the analyst with | 
him at the prosecution, and th? solicitor on the 
other side eaid that there could not be a convic- 
tion because the inepector’s candle went out 
when he wes Gown in the mine. Work was 
stopped at the mine, and unless the ventilation | 
were iwproved it would be hig duty to prose- 
cute Abain if work were resumed. 

The Chairman remarked that going down « 
mine was very good for lambago, as he had ex- 
perienced, but he*would not like to do it again. 
(Laughter). 

With regard to hours, witness said that they 
were more elastic in Ireland than im Great 
Britain. A number of the workmen had little | 
farms, and one day would etay at home to do 
a little-more work than another. 

To Mr. O'Brien, witness said that the Miners’ 
Federation were Strongly in favour of beths. 
The younger men took more advantage of the 
baths than the older ones, who seemed a bit 
shy. 

Mr. Foran asked as to the percentage of ill- 
ness among miners in Ireland, and witness said 
that he hed no information on the point. He 
knew nothing about the housing conditions, 
which did not come within the scope of his 
duties 

Mr. Foran said that he would like to have a 
return as to illness in order to eee how far it 
was due to the conditions under which the men 
worked. 

Witness said that in some places in England 
the miners got free coal, and in others at a re- 
duced price. 

Mr. O’Brien—Considering the conditions and 
disadvantages under which they worked, would 
you say that the output per man in Ireland 
compared favourably with that in England? 

Witness—I would not like to say one way or 
the other. 


THE CASTLECOMER COLLIERIES. 

Mr. J. Whittaker, mine manager, Wastle- 
comer Collieries, gave evidence as to the system 
of payment of the employés. The ruling factor 
was the selling price of the large coal. As in 
the majority of miming concerns, there were two 
classes of manual labour—(l) hands paid by 
piece-work, and the rates were called contract 
rates; (2) hands paid by datal rates. Colliers 
were paid for each class of sosa put 
out at-tommage rates, which varied directly 
with the, selling price of the class 
of coal—the tonnage increasing automatically 
by 6d. per ton with every ingrease in selling 
price of one penny per ewt., or ls. 8d. per 
ton. The classes of coal produced by the col- 
liers were--good coal, grey coal, bottom coal, 
breakage, and culm, and for these basis ton- 
nage priees were fixed. Trammers were paid 4d. 
per ton for fillmg and tramming within a 
radiue of 100 yards of the point at which the 
tram-man delivered his load, with an increase 
of jd. per ton for every ,additional yard over 
the 100 yards up to 50 yards, when a further 
increase of id. was given, Road-makers were 
paid by the yard of road mede. Witness also 
gave particulars as to the rates paid to landers 
and datallers, and, continuing, said that the 
workiny “ootidition& et. these collieries were par- 
ticularly food.

THE TYRONE COALFIELD. 

Mr. T, 8. Durham, dealing with the Tyrone 
coalfield, said that he thought their first bore- 
hole would go down 700 or 800 feet. They in- 
tended boring thoroughly before developing. He 
thought the probability of getting coal measures 
was very great. They had no difficulty in get- 
ting mining leases. The royalties charged were 
4d., 5d., and 64. per ton. No leases had actually 
been signed yet. They expected to get a fairly 
good class of bituminous coal, 

Mr. H. B. O'Sullivan, coal mining surveyor, 
Royal College of Science, gave evidence regard- 


| ing the improvement of the Arigna mines. He 


advocated a proposal for the utilising of the 
canal by improving the lecks. He would not 
have the County Councils interfere, because he 
had no reliance on them. They were not strong 
enough. (Laughter.) 

The Chairman—Some people think they are 
too strong. (Laughter.) 

Witness said that he would not agree with 
thet after his experience. He approved of the 
construction of an aérial reilway, which should 
get State assistance, the money being lent on 
the same terms as the Land Commission on the 
security of property. The present railway did 
not. serve the mines. Bitumin coal from 
Arigna wag superior to English i, and ought 
fetch as good a price. 

The Chairman—Would you be in favour of 
State management of the coal industry in Ire- 
land? No. State control should be confined to 
inapection carried out by men with trained tech- 
nical knowledge. 

Mr. Wilson, head book-keeper at the Castle- 
comer Collieries, gave evidence as to the rates 
of pay, and said that lost time amounted to 
19 per eent. for 1918, while the lost “ime on the 
first day of May was 46 per cent. He knew 
cases where £55 for a fortnight’s wages had 
gone Into a hohse. The reuta charged for houses 
ranged from 1d. to 2s. pet week, and in one case 
5s. None of thé'lost time was due to mechanical 
breakdown, 

Replying to Mr. Foran, witness said that he

Abstention from work 
in 1914 amounted to 44 per cent., and in 1919 to 
124 per cent. , 

In reply to Mr. Foran, witness said that the 
output would be trebled if housing accommoda.- 
tion was provided. He could not tell the amount 
of time lost through illness. 

A miner named Daniel Langton was next 
examined, and advocated a fixed price for each 
ton of coal to the collier, 

Mr. Whittaker seid that owing to recent 
developments the price would have to be ad- 
justed om the lines suggested by the witnpss. 

Witness said that he would be in fevour of 
having baths at the pit-head. He was not able 
to work six days a week, and was pot inclined 
to do so. (Laughter.) He was 57 years of age, 
and had been working in the mine for 41 years. 

Captain Wandesforde said that he would be 
quite willing to put up bathe if the men would 
use them. 

Another miner named Thomas Campion sug- 
gested 10s. as a minimum wage for underground 
gate hands and 8s. for eurface men over 18 
years. Under 18 years the wage should be 6s. 
He believed that a considerable proportion of 
the men would use the baths if put up. He 
was not in favour of a five-day week, but was 
in favour of a eeven hours’ day. 

After further evidence the Committee ad- 
journed until to-day.

It has been reported to the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction that lands 
exempted from the provisions of previous years’ 
compulsory Tillage Orders, by reason of their 
being used for the grazing of Dublin dairy. 
men’s milch cows, are being let by auction for 
the 1920 season at very high prices for grazing 
ahd finishing dry etock. One effect of this 
must be to raise considerably the cost of milk 
production, and therefore the cost of milk to 
the public. 

The Department desire to point out to land- 
owners, auctioneers, etc,, that lands exempted 
from the provisions of the Tillage Order for 
1918 and 1919 are not etempted from the pro- 
visions of the Order for 1920, unless they are, in 
the coming year used (a) for the grasing of 
dairy cows w milk is used ag whole milk for 
human consumption; or (b) for the production 
of hay as food for. sueh cows; of (c) for one of 
such other purposes as brings them within. the 
classes of holdings exempted from the provisions 
of the compulsory Tillage Order for 1920. 

The Department will take steps to exact the 
penalties provided. by the Corn Production Act 
from jers who fail to cultivate in 1920 the 
requigite area of holdings which are not ex- 
empted from the provisions of the Tillage Order

PRODUCTION, PRICE MOVE- 
MENTS, AND CURRENCY 
EXPANSION. 

A White Paper was issued yesterday, which 
gives statements of production, price move- 
menté, and currency expansion in a number cf 
countries. Figures relating to production im 
countries for which particulars are sveilable 
show that the yield of wheat for 1910 will ba 
90.3 of the average. of the five years preceding 
the war; rye, 123.6; barley, 104; oats, 97.1; 
maize, 104.8; linseed, 53.1; tobacco, 128.9; ead 
ginned cotton, 73.6. 

The world’s sugar prodivtion, which was 
17,333,000 tons in 1917-18, is estimated at only 
16,350,000 tona in 1918-19, or 96.3 per cent. of 
the pre-war average. The production of woo! 
for 1919 is put at 91.8 of the pre-war average. 

The output of coal in the first half of this year 
in the United States, the United Kingdom, 
France, jum, the Netherlands, and Ger- 
many was 80.6. The output of pie iron in the 
United Kingdom, the United Siites, and Ger- 
many for the same period was 8.2, and the 
output of steel in these three countries for tho 
same period, 80.2. i 

A comparison of expansion in currency, with 
rises in prices, shows that in the United States 
at May last, the currency was as 173 te 100, and 
retail prices of food as 181 to 100. The figures 
in the United Kingdom, at August last, were: 
currency, 244; retail prices of food, 217. France, 
in June last, ehowed currency expansion to 365, 
and a rise in reteil prices of food to 265 in 
Paris. and 203 in other towns. The correspond- 
ing figures for Italy, et April last, were: 
currency, 440; and retail prices of food, 281. 
Sweden, with a currency expansion to 275, shows 
& rise in retail prices to 336, the highest rise of 
any country. 

Figures of the increase in the public debt per 
head of the population sinee the beginning of 
the war are also shown. The United Kingdom 
heads the list with an increase of £157.5. The 
other principal increases in order are :--Ger- 
many, £128.6; France, £114.4; Austria-Hungary, 
£89: Belgium, £74.8; Italy, £73; and the United 
States, £55.5.
